The inventive entity argues that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine Hegli and Winters and that the proposed modification 
renders Hegli unsatisfactory for its intended purpose of restricting access based on content (See Applicant's Remark Page 3 Lines 9-10). 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's concern claiming the modification renders Hegli unsatisfactory for its intended 
purpose of restricting access based on content. Primarily the Examiner points that the teachings of Hegli and Winters are analogous 
prior art in a sense that both are dealing with controlling access of information content on a communication network. Moreover, the 
combination is not necessarily destroying the intended purpose of Hegli restricting access based on content, but further enhancing 
teachings of Hegli to further include additional functional limitation of determining between the registered and unregistered (temporary) 
users as taught by the teachings of Winters and provide differentiated access prior to restricting access based on the content as 
intended by the teachings of Hegli in order to facilitate the process of limiting access to the website resources according to user's 
registration status.
